For example, Applicants now believe that the step 
of "determining a second identification code" and matching 
product identification codes as a condition to generation of a 
wrong- item-removed control signal in Independent claim 1 is 
unnecessarily limiting. Applicants now believe that they are 
entitled to additional claims which do not reference second 
identification codes and matching of product identification 
codes. Applicants also believe that they are entitled to 
additional claims of greater scope.
